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NEXT DENVER POLICE CHIEF NAMED 


Hometown officer selected

Denver’s next police chief grew 
up wanting to be a law-enforce- 
ment officer and worked his way 
through the ranks of his home- 
town department to become its 
next leader. 

Cmdr. Paul Pazen, who has 
overseen operations in District 1 
in northwest Denver since 2012, 
was appointed Thursday as the 
next Denver Police Department 
chief by Mayor Michael Hancock. 
Pazen, 47, was raised by a single 
mother in northwest Denver and 
only left home for five years after 
graduating from North High 
School to serve a hitch in the Ma- 


rine Corps. 

“Serving as a member of the 
Denver Police Department has 
been a lifelong dream, and this is a 
culmination of that service that 
we get to give back to our commu- 
nity,” Pazen said. “I grew up with 
a single mom, and we needed a lit- 
tle help, and now it’s my turn to 
give back.” 

Pazen will replace Chief Robert 
White, who came to Denver six 
years ago to reform the depart- 
ment, and on Thursday, Pazen 
said he would be “in lock step” 
with changes White brought to 
the job. When White was hired in 
2012, he was the first outsider to 
lead the department since 1950.

Department tries to finish policy on 
use of force before White’s exit

Denver Police Department 
Chief Robert White’s push to re- 
write the policy that governs 
when officers can use force 
against suspects has run into 
more resistance as community 
members who were invited to 
help draft the policy say it is being 
weakened in the final days of 
White’s tenure as chief. 

The latest draft of the proposed 
policy fails to define exactly how 


much force an officer can use to 
achieve his mission, board mem- 
bers said, leaving it vulnerable to 
loose interpretations during the 
disciplinary process. The draft, a 
copy of which was obtained by 
The Denver Post, also leaves out 
some recommendations from the 
group that represented modern 
policing ideals, such as requiring 
officers to write reports any time 
they draw their guns and a provi- 
sion that would have committed 
the department to routine reports

Gunman 
kills five 
in attack 
at paper

ANNAPOLIS, MD.» A man armed 
with smoke grenades and a shot- 
gun attacked a newspaper in 
Maryland’s capital Thursday, kill- 
ing four journalists and a staffer 
before police quickly stormed the 
building and arrested him, police 
and witnesses said. 

The shooting came amid 
months of verbal and online at- 
tacks on the “fake news media” 
from politicians, including Presi- 
dent Donald Trump, and others. It 
prompted New York City police 
to immediately tighten security at 
news organizations in the nation’s 
media capital. 

Police in Annapolis said a white 
man in his late 30s was in custody 
after the rampage at The Capital 
Gazette. A law enforcement offi- 
cial said the suspect was identi- 
fied as Jarrod W. Ramos. The offi- 
cial wasn’t authorized to discuss 
the ongoing investigation and 
spoke on condition of anonymity.
